WHEREAS,  There  is  a  shortage  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  of 
decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing,  particularly  of  housing  afforded  by  persons  in  the  lower  end

WHEREAS,  The  City  has,  by  Ordinance  245-81,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  May  11,1 981 ,  declared  its  intent  to  engage  in  a  home  finance  program  pursuant  to  Part  5 
of  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  to  issue  bonds 
pursuant  to  said  Division  in  furtherance  of  the  home  finance  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  by  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1984 
provided  for  the  issuance  of  Mortgage  Credit  Certificates  ("Certificates")  by  local  government 
agencies  to  assist  low  and  moderate  income  first  time  homebuyers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code")  limits  the 
amount  of  Certificates  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and 
authorizes  the  legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue 
Certificates  within  such  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  Sections  8869.80  et  seq.  governs  the 
process  in  the  State  of  California  of  how  a  local  agency  may  apply  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion 
of  the  state  ceiling  of  Certificates  (an  "Allocation  of  Certificates")  established  by  Section  146  of 
the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue  Certificates;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file  an 
application  for  an  Allocation  of  Certificates  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Limit  Allocation  Committee  {"CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  Certificates;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  an  Allocation  of  Certificates  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  0.5%  (one-half  of  one 
percent)  of  the  Allocation  request  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000); 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  since  1993  authorized  the  Director  of  the

Whereas,  the  Ogoni  Nine  had  been  non-violently  campaigning  for  improved  social 
conditions  and  a  clean  environment  for  the  Ogoni  People,  whose  Niger  Delta  land,  air  and 
water  was,  and  remains,  severely  polluted  from  oil  extraction  and  whose  standard  of  living, 
despite  the  great  mineral  wealth  their  land  has  yielded  since  the  early  1960s,  is  among  the 
lowest  in  the  world;  and 


Whereas,  the  international  condemnation  that  followed  the  executions  included  the 
suspension  of  Nigeria  from  the  Commonwealth;  and 


Whereas,  in  1996  a  United  Nations  mission  to  Nigeria  found  the  military  tribunal  in 
contravention  of  international  and  domestic  law,  and  recommended  financial  relief  for  the

WHEREAS,  lung  cancer  is  the  leading  cause  of  cancer  deaths  in  both  men  and 
women  in  California,  the  United  States  and  the  world;  and, 

WHEREAS,  this  year  alone,  lung  cancer  has  taken  the  lives  of  approximately  163,510 
Americans,  including  14,350  Californians,  which  is  more  than  that  lost  to  cancers  of  the 
breast,  prostate,  and  colon  combined  and, 

WHEREAS,  approximately  172,570  Americans  will  be  diagnosed  with  lung  cancer  in 
2005,  most  at  an  advanced  stage  due  to  the  lack  of  standardized  screening  for  early 
detection  and  a  failure  to  recognize  possible  early  symptoms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  although  there  is  a  strong  link  between  tobacco  and  lung  cancer,  the 
majority  of  new  cases  each  year  are  in  former  smokers  or  persons  who  have  never  smoked, 
indicating  the  need  for  further  research  of  lung  cancer  in  order  to  more  fully  understand  the 
entire  disease  process;  and,
